'I he Company ivds organized June 1, 1864, and 
imiiipilii.tely eninnieiiced work by mining thu 
priiieijial s.'aiii in tile luce of the cliflf, abou< twen- 
ty-live fed ah ,ve hi^ii water mark At Ihe same 
time iliey 'engni^ed the services of tin? must ex- 
perienced iiiiiiiiig eiitiiiRc-r ,11 tbe cnu niry ( .\Ir. 
I. andalc> to examine i!ie mine and adiacciii for- 
mations, and ropoit upon the same, and lo advise 
theCuinpany us to their rninrc operations. 

Mr. Landale repor eil iii.it "amine had been 
driven into coal, cruppitii; out aijoul four miles 
west of Pillar I'oiiil. nnd afier cro^sina two faulta 
Uot into ele:ili coiil 'Jl 'i inches IhicK," tliat it has 
been throv^'ii up by a " fault," or to use his own 
lancuage, " a great pciiiiic fault, irareahlu for al 
least nine miles Irom Tillar I'oinl westward." "It 
not unfrrquuitly liuppuns," he says, "that a 
great disturbance like this leaves the field com- 
paratively clean, I therefure directed my alteiiliou

In concluaiun Air. Lsndalc says. " If the bore 
is successful, a sbaft should be sunk nnd a level 
driven about 301) yords, wilhuut breaking rooms ; 
if that breadth i.i olitaincd, I think worliing may 
be tonimeiireil brislily ; a tr.iiiiivav ran bo ea.5ily 
laid to any p-.iint of ihe lii.y (CfiUani Day) witn- 
iiut eiicount.ring any engiiicerini; dilliculties, 
and I do not tliiiil; a wharl with shales would be 
a liitlicult uiidertukiiig.'

Could not say 
whether it was iouj{b enough tu throw cattle 
over lor the salety of tlio ship; I a?, w the 
cattle at different limes io different places. 
Saw one dead one hove over. There was 
some freight iu the stern. I did not sco any 
heavy seas breaking o?er the vessel. Wo 
had loggy weather. 

Mr. Uary did nut cross-examine tha wit^ 
ness. 

'John Ooodrithi another passenger, sworn—'

l!y iho Jury — 1 sva? iu no way contieoled 
with the plainlill' in this tnuisaclion. 

James Donne, sworn — 1 Imvo been aocus- 
loiiied ll) .siiipping catliu all my lile. U'e are 
not allowi-d i'^ iiuerlero with bo cuirie when 
on board e.icepi tu feed Ihem. Tbey arc 
under the care of the mala. 1 have never in 
shipping cattle lioiii Portland been hold ao- 
couiiioblc or siirned any agreement. 

Cross-examined by Air. Cary — We provide 
ropes and lasion up the catlla by the mata'a 
ditectiun. Have signed a paper in San Fran 
Cisco makum inytielf liable lor all risks. 

Ijy tho Foieuiun — Tho paper signed at 
San Fi uiicisco niiawers lor a bill of lading. 
In Portland we ueither sign a paper nor pa) 
freight. 

Ciipt. Jt'flray's evidence taken on oslh be- 
fore (j. E. Deooes, Esq , was read. The 
tenor of bis evidence was that Ibe callle bad 
been too thickly stowed together and intul- 
ficiently lashed. Ha bad seen soma of the 
callle thrown overboard. A number of sheep 
were Washed uVvrboard by lbs rolling of tbe 
steamer. Uiioe bdll asked him what he 
should advise him lo do when the cuptaiii 
wanted to throw the cattle over uud ha ad- 
vised him that be cuuld not interfere wilh 
the captain and iho best lljiiig ha could do 
would be 10 proiesl against the act. 

This concluded the case for the plaintiff. 

Mr. Cary in addressing tba jury said be 
should plainly show thorn that the law did 
not make Ibu captain in ihe remotest degree 
liable fur Iosshs to deck freight. Ho would 
huwerer first draw their allemion lo the sin- 
uular aspect which the evidence fur tho plain 
tiQ hi d Bfsuuitd by the ooniradiclions of 
the witnesses. One man had sworn ut one 
lime that he could not keep his legs, al an- 
other that there was only a pleasant briicza. 
Anoiho.- swoie that there was nothing be- 
yond a spray shipped on deck und yet Capt. 
Jelliay oays thera was a sufHcient body ol 
water bhipped on deck to wash over a num 
ber of sheep weighing 13fi lbs. each. He 
should call witnesses lo show that tha spara 
which bad been spoken uf were stoutly 
lashed. That the los.s of the cattle in lacl 
was in no way attributable to the detoud- 
ant's ncglent but to the plaintiffs' for neg- 
lecting, as was their duly, lo have securely 
fastened up tlio oaltle. Tbe animals bo 
would show had died from natural causes and 
Irom being badly lied and bealen and struck 
by the proprietors. The jury were we.'l 
aware of the difficulty ol luisiug a heavy ani- 
mal when onue down even on land, much 
mure wheo the ship was rolling hravily. He 
would ask his lordship lo direct thera that 
lecordinsf to law thu-e who chose to have 
Ireiglil curried nii deck incurred all the ri-k 
and lospoiisibility ol theii safe delivery. The 
'earned counsel then quoted Abbott on ship- 
ping in pt'iof ol his usssrtion, and confident- 
ly left the case in tha hands nf tha jury.

On tbe in irning 
ul the 18 h between 12 and 3 o'clucl: eutJa 
were huvu uveibouid. 1 wus on deck ut tbe 
timj. They were nlidiri? nhout tha deck 
from rido to uido with every roll. They im- 
(ledeil tho sliip by keeping lier out of trim 
and threw heron her sidf mure. She steered 
reluctuutly. It was luggy. I think Captain 
Hums took a judicious course ia stuudmi; ofl 
and on. I think be did all he Could uodei 
ibe circumstances. The weather was rqualiy 
when the cattle were iLruwii uve-, I could 
see Ihe vessel swaying by the surging ol 
ttic cattle, in oiner words she wua mueh 
easier when ihejr were thrown ever. She was 
clown by the bead. I cuosider it wos neces- 
sary to ttiruw the cattle over lur ihe preser- 
vatioii ol llie ship, I don't think there would 
liave liui'n anyboly left lo lell the lulu 11 it 
had not heoii done. Thoy cuuld nut be 
jihieid anywhere else.

measures as will guarantee the transfer nf such 
arrears and lands and the benefits thereof to tbe 
colony before the Crown revenues are transferred 
to the Leuislatute; and that such measures should 
not bo delayed. 

6. Become the sum named In Ihe Duke nf Ne\\--

The citijcns of Seattle were throvvn into a state 
of excitement on Tue day evening by the sadden 
• rriral nf most of llie wliito seniors (.1 .Squiik, «iih 
the intelligcna) lliat Mr. William Ca8lu, us wife 
aud John llol.ica.l bad been brutally murdered by 
Indians on the uipht previous. I'lic acciiuiiia dii- 
iet'Mtothe number of InJiaim cniraned la the 
irtnssotlon.

Mr. DeCoainos alluded to tbe proposed 
probation to be laid on colonial practition- 
era, and urged tbehardahip which a probation 
ol three or six months would iuflict. Ho 
would suggest that applicaots be allowed to 
practice temporarily lor at least six cinnilis. 
As to the union of ihe piofessioos Ihe House 
of Assembly was still of opinion that it 
ought to take place, and woald respectfully 
ask the hon. Council to concur in that viei,-. 
Tho matter bud been urged so ofien nnd en 
) many reasons given lor that provision tluil it 
I was needless lo again allude lo it, but he li-ll 
! ho was jiislified in slating that tho publio do- 
niiiuiled iht! measure, and lie was satisliejd 
llial no injury cou:d arise Irnni llm luloiiliou 
of tho piaciii.'e. The only diliiculty niiglit be 
in solicitors not being qualilied lo act as bar» 
listers and vice i:c>S(t, but that was a difliculty 
which would roclily itself, and the public 
were tbe best judurs nl the n.l vaiituj;ei of tbe 
system. Inaddilion, be might say that there 
was nolliiiig in ibo bill jiroLuluig that the 
two litar.clies of the iirofcs.si.ui should be 
iiniieil, nor to prevent the bur Irom declaring 
by llieir own voluntary enactment — say by u 
f.aw .Suciety — that the prorassiiiiis alioiilJ be 
kcpl separuto. He would, llierefure, in the 
name of the Legislative Assembly, renpect- 
fully nubmit to ibe lion. Council that Iboy bo 
pleased to concur with the Lower House in 
uniting tho two branches of lliu pr fessi'ni. 

Tho Hon. Mr. Rhoiles said that ai the last 
meeting ol tbe conference he had nnderslood 
the Chief Justice lo say, that oven if bjili 
Houses were agreed on tha union of the t>vo 
branches of the profession, Ihe clause of the 
amended b'U n ould not meet the de^iired end. 
He was individually in favor of union, but if 
the view of tho Chief Justico was correct, he 
would prefer lo sec a separate bill tiroiuht in 
for the purpose. By the clause in the pre-cnt 
bill, bairielers could not collect their fees 
should lhay practice as solieiiora. It seemed 
to him that Ibe two Uonses were nearly 
agreed on tbe point ; Ihe only diffareoco was 
as lo the power of Ibe Chief Justice in lui- 
milling colonial praotiiioners, and as to the 
phraseology used in tbe bill. He believed 
Ibe Council wonid willingly amend these 
points to suit the views of tbe House of As* 
senibly. 

Mr,' DeCosmoa said, witb rerpect to the 

views of the Chief Justice as lo the conflict 
ing of this bill with the statutes, that might 
bo got over by providing that barristers 
should be allowed to do solicitors' work and 
vice versa. 

Mr. Hhodes said that would be no advan- 
tage to barristers il' they could not collect 
iheir I'.'O*. 

Mr. DaCosnios aaid as lo barristers' fees, 
that could bo easily remocJied by a epecial 
clause to meet that end.
